fectiveness of this strike is 
that Columbia College, the 
undergraduate division of 
the university, voted to end 
all classes for the rest of the 
semester, which was sched.

The strikers also won sup. 
port from those who disap. 
proved of both the tactics 
and objectives of SDS, but 
who wished to take advan: 
tage of the strike to bring 
about what is cryptically de.

Even those most sympas 
thetic to SDS, however, do 
not deny that the issues of

They propose to “radicalize 
the faculty,” which means to 
purge it of conservatives and 
of laweandorder liberals 
who oppose the initiation of 
force to achieve political 
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universities of Germany, But 
there ig a crucial difference 
now, While men like Einstein 
could escape to England or 
America during the 'Thire 
ties, SDS will try to close all 
avenues of escape, The use 
of intimidation and force will 
spread until there will be no 
sanctuary for men of reason 
within the academic -world, 
or, ultimately, within the nae 
tion, One need only consider 
the fate of conservatives and 
Liberals alike in countries 
which have been overrun by 
SDS’ intellectual mentors:
